There has been much said of late 


about the license question. 
It is a 


prolific and certainly pertinent topic. 


The gentlemen who are conducting 


the campaign against the adoption of 
license In this city are 
eminently 


respectable and thoroughly conscien- 
tious. They believe that the licens- 
ing of saloons in Portsmouth would 
be not only (morally wrong, but detri- 
mental in every way to the welfare 
at the city and its people. 


Now, 
the 
prohibitory 
law 
has Bakei Beans, 


proved itself a humbug and failure 
Rolls, 


so far as the object it was designed Turnovers, 
for, viz., the suppression of the sale 
of intoxicating liquors, 
was 
con- 


cerned. I» lieu of this, some sort of 
r license law was favored, preferably; 
that of high straight license rather 
than a local option law. Recognizing 
that liquor selling and liquor drink- 
ing were kindred evils, a license law 
seemed best adapted to curtail the 
on© to the consequent diminishing of 
the other. It has got beyond the 
mere question of whether 
from an 


ethical standpoint it wae proper to 
license an acknowledged evil 
and 


give it a legal standing. 
It was 


simply a question of devising some 
plan of restricting the sale of liquor. 
Prohibition having so long been tried 
and found wanting, it was certainly 
entirely rational to try some other 
way to better things 


A sentiment was aroused all over 


the state against 'prohibition, which 
crystalized when the 
•decision 
of 


Judge Peaslee was made. The cause 
of this decision was the notoriously 
illegal Healy system m vogue in 
Manchester., 
And yet this 
satoe 


system was an effective object lesson 
in showing how a plan of license de- 
vised without the sanction 
of law 


had reduced the number of drinking 
places in Manchester from some 400 
to about sixty and netted th« city 
an income of $60,000 yearly 


These were facts which appealed 


to the judgment of the people, and 
knocked his theorists competely out. 


But the agitation of this question 


resulted in the election of a license 
legislature, which has given, us a lo- 
cal option law to be voted on next 
Tuesd!ay. This law is not to our lik- 
ing, neither is it what was expected. 
It has almost enough objectionable 
features to condemn it forever, and 
yet with all that can be said against 
it and in. view of the record of free 
rum and debauchery 
under 
forty 


years of prohibition, we believe it 
should be given a fair trial. If this 
law is rejected the present prohibi- 
tory law, 
somewhat 
strengthened, 


will continue in force. The ony rea- 
son why it should prove any more 
affective than it has in the past, is 
the fact that the will of the public 
will have been expressed by the bal- 
lot and those in authority may deem 
it thefrfcyluty to see; that it is en- 
forced.T^fcere may be something in 
this at leaw for awhile, but in a 
short time the ^pld conditions 
will 


probably prevail *nd' wide open sa- 
loons will be the order as in the past 


Under the license law provided, it 


is only fair to say, few will be able 
to pay the required fee. This will 
certainly tend to decrease the num- 
ber of open saloons, whi, according 
to our no-license friends, are bound to 
flourish in all sections, 
residential 


and business almost alike.

Eddy 
includes the desirable lot of land now 
occupied by Christian Science hall in 
the heart of the city at the corner 
of State and School streets, and is 
without doubt one of the finest loca- 
tions in Concord for a church build- 
ing. 


In addition to the 
gift of this 


choice, Mrs. Eddy presents to the 
church a cash donation of $100,000. 
making her total present represent 
the sum of $120,000. 


In the fall of 1897 Mrs Eddy pur- 


chased the property 
opposite the 


High school and adjoining the state 
capital, and after 
remodeling 
the 


mansion into a hall and 
reading 


roms at a total outlay of $20,000, she 
presented Christian Science hall and 
grounds to the 
local members for 


their use. 


On February 22, 1899 First Church 


of Christ, Scientist, was 
organized 


with a membership of seventy-eight 
The congregation baa outgrown its 
present quarters and the new church 
Is required to accommodate the in- 
crease in membership which

been so remarkable. 


The church will be 
built of the 


same beautiful Concord 
granite of 


which the National library building 
in Washington is constructed.

BELL'S KITE SHIP. 


IB***!** Dnmrlto* Hi* l*tM*

Dr. Alexander Graham Belt delivered 


ID informal air khip lecture to the 
members of the National Academy ot 
iicience when they were in session in 
Washington. For the first time he dls- 
russed the kite with whk-h he has been 
sstiducting experiments and for the 
first time displayed models of his new 
Kite. 


Dr. Bel! stated be had observed that 


in the old Hargrove or box kite and all 
subsequent kites and flying machines 
of the isame order they were defective 
in two ways. The box kite is braced in 
a horizontal and a vertical direction, 
but not otherwise, so that cross sup- 
ports have to be introduced in the 
frame, which increase the weight with- 
out adding to the flying power and at 
the same time operate as an obsta- 
cle to the wind. The chief defect of 
the box kite, of which Langley's aero- 
phone is an elaboration. Is that the 
weight increases with the cube as rap- 
idly as the lifting power does with the 
square, so that the larger the kite the 
less it will lift in proportion. 


In view of these facts he had been 


led. Dr. Bell said, to construct a kite 
the frame of which would present the 
form of a triangle no matter from 
what side one viewed it. In other 
words, the frame was a perfect tetra- 
hedron, and in experimenting with it 
he found, as he had expected, that it 
was self braced in every "direction and 
that the lifting power increased at a 
greater ratio than the increase in 
weight. He was surprised at the, facil- 
ity with which such a kite could be 
managed. 


One advantage of tetrahedron kites, 


Dr. Bell explained, was that they 
could be grouped into any form desired, 
just as a person can build any form of 
house. In this way he had constructed 
an air ship capable of lifting a 200 
pound weight. This statement caused 
a stir among the scientists, as it is re- 
garded as giving the latest advance in 
aerostatics. 


During the last few years photogra- 


phy has made great strides forward 
and caused inroads into businesses 
that a decade ago were not even 
thought of. The latest that has como 
before the public is modeling by pho- 
tography. While it is still a secret 
process—the secret being held by a 
company backed by a member of a 
prominent publishing house and other 
•well known New Yorkers, and still in 
its infancy—the possibilities opened up 
are practically limitless. 


An immense amount of money and 


years of experimenting have been 
spent in an endeavor to find some way 
of producing a relief by photographic 
means, says the New York Times, but 
up to a very recent date the results 
have been most discouraging, as it has 
been impossible to control the medium 
used or to produce by etching or eat- 
ing away by acids a sufficiently deep 
impression to be of any value except 
for photo engraving or other purposes 
of a like nature. 


Very recently, however, the process 


of producing bas-reliefs has- been 
brought to perfection. Those who are 
tinfamiliar with the subject and who 
know nothing of the prolonged experi- 
ments which have been made by so 
many investigators will be interested 
to know that it is now possible to take 
any kind of design—a drawing in pen 
and ink, for instance, or an engraving 
or a photograph—and then by making 
a photographic enlargement and pre- 
paring it in a peculiar way (this is 
where the secret comes in) to obtain a 
negative which is printed on a gelati- 
nous substance, which, under proper 
treatment (another secret), swells to 
the exact proportions of the lights and 
shades, giving relief of the most exact 
and minute nature. 


A'cw Bine Print Proc«»». 


Harry C. Weber, city engineer of 


Richmond, Ind., has invented a device 
for making blue print drawings by 
electric light He has applied for a pat- 
ent. Drawings of any sort that are to 
be transferred to blue print paper are 
wrapped about a cylinder of plate glass 
about eighteen inches in diameter. 
Over the drawings a sheet of blue 
print paper is placed. Suspended above 
the glass cylinder is an arc lamp, and 
by means of a clocklike device this 
lamp is lowered little by little, passing 
through the center of the cylinder, the 
brilliant white light being diffused so 
steadily that the printing is accom- 
plished quicker than by the sunlight 
process. The device is so regulated 
through the agency of the mechanism 
that at tlio proper moment the arc 
lamp is extinguished. 


Sherman Xlobson, a railroad man in 


Pueblo, Col., has Just perfected an ap- 
pliance which, if all prove* true Uiat Is 
i-laimc'd for it by its Inventor, will 
jcreatly reduce railroad collision* and 
i.-'ive thousands of lives annually. 


The new appliance is a sort of look- 


ing glass to be huag on each side of an 
engine to enable the engineer and fire- 
man to see the roadbed for six miles. 
both in front and in the rear. The 
chief value of the invention Is that it 
does not make aay difference if the 
road is curved or straight. The Instru- 
ment works oa the principle of a mi- 
rage, and it has been named by its in- 
ventor as the "miragescope." 


It has been tested from Denver to 


Grand Junction on the Denver and Rio 
Grande and the Colorado Midland and 
also passed favorable tests on the Col- 
orado Southern and Missouri Pacific. 
Application has been made for patent 


Sew German High Speed Train*. 
It has been decided to increase the 


speed of the trains of the Prussian 
state railroads running between Ham- 
burg, Hanover and Berlin. This de- 
cision is the outcome of the experi- 
ments with high speed electric locomo- 
tives upon the Berlin-Zossen military 
railroad. The new high speed trains 
are to be propelled by steam, as the 
Berlin-Zossen experiments proved that 
heavy electrical trains exerciser! a 
great wear and tear upon the 'rails. 


This Will Pleace Traveler*.' 
J. T. Whitlock of Terre Haute, Ind., 


an employee of the Vandalia line, la, 
says the Scientific American, the in- 
ventor of a method of avoiding the 
jolting which is usually experienced 
when a train passes over an intersec- 
tion of tracks. He has designed a 
crossing which has some movable 
parts, which make a solid connection 
for the train to pass over. The device 
is being tried on the Yandalia line and 
if entirely successful will be adopted. 


NEW STAPLE PULLER. 


Thl» Invention From Mlaaowri 9ho«ld 


Prove Very Useful. 


The accompanying illustration shows 


a simple form of staple puller which is 
capable of drawing straight out the 
longest fence wire staples and of re- 
taining the drawn staples until pur- 
posely removed from the device. This, 
says a writer in the Scientific Ameri- 
can, prevents the loss of staples when 
drawn out, and since they are not bent 
out of shape, they may be convenient- 
ly reused if desired. 


The tool is the invention of Mr. 


George P. Haley of Mexico, Mo. It 
consists of a shank (A) provided with 
a handle at one end and a claw head 
(E) at the other end. The claw head 
has a hammer section at one end and is 
pointed at the opposite or claw end. 
The under surface of the claw is 
curved so as to form proper leverage 
for pulling out the longest staples in 
use for fence wire.

consists of a TJ shaped piece pivoted to 
the shank and having teeth adapted 
to close over the sides of the claw. The 
clamp (B) is connected by a rod (D) to 
a bell crank (O) and is normally held 
out of engagement with the claw by a 
spring on the gripping end of the 
crank. 


In operation the claw is introduced 


beneath the bow section of the staple 
and driven well in by striking the 
hammer section of the claw head. Al 
the same time the gripping section of 
the bell crank (C) is carried up close to 
the handle, bringing the teeth of the 
crank over and at each side of the 
point of the claw head. The shank Is 
then rocked upon the convex surface 
of the claw head, and tbe staple ia 
withdrawn. The clamp holds tbe sta- 
ple upon the claw head as long as the 
grip section of the lever is parallel 
with the handle of the device.

At Wheeiln?. W. Va.. m-emh there 


wa< perfected a:i organization that 
ought to be met with the approval and 
v.ipj>ort of every sheep man in the 
Ohio valley, says Stockman and Farm- 
er. Utilizing: the necessity of .concert- 
ed ac-tion for tbe welfare of the wool 
prodacins interests of this country, a 
few enthusiastic sheep men called a 
meeting at the a tore city. The result 
of the invitation more than met their 
most sanguine hopes. Nearly fifty of 
the foremost wool growers of West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania and Ohio met 
and organized the Tristate Merino 
Sbeep Breeders and Fine Wool Grow- 
ers' association. The object is to fos- 
ter and protect the sheep and wool in- 
terests in every way possible. It is 
well officered. The membership is 
made up of enthusiastic, brainy men. 
It is to be run on business principles. 
Tho membership fee is to be kept at 
the lowest possible figure. Every one 
Interested in any way whatever in fine 
wool sheep is eligible to membership. 
It can be made a power for good and 
should be sustained. There is impor- 
tant work for it to d.o, and it will do it 
if it receives proper support. A report 
of the meeting appears elsewhere. 


Sheep and tbe Soil. 


The late Sir J. B. Lewis of England 


told how a farmer might improve his 
soil easily and cheaply by the use of 
sheep. Tbe soil was first fed to pro- 
duce good grasses. Then a flock of 
sheep were allowed to run over it dur- 
ing the day and yarded at night, when 
they were fed a pound of cotton seed 
cake to each sheep. The manure was 
thus very evenly distributed over the 
land, the weeds and bushes were killed 
and the land soon made rich. A meth- 
od we like better, says American Agri- 
culturist, is jjutting flocks of 100 sheep 
in plats of 22 by 22 yards each, with 
movable fence. This would inclose 484 
square yards in eighty-eight yards of 
fence. If moved daily, they would cov- 
er an acre in ten days, and the manure 
from the thousand pounds of cotton 
seed would be more evenly distributed 
than by another method. If three acres 
were devoted to 100 sheep, they could be 
returned to tbe same lots at a month's 
end. With a movable fence or hurdle, 
properly made, it would not be difficult 
to move tbe fence each day, as only 
three sides, or sixty-six yards, would 
need to be moved. 


Profit From Sheep. 


My sheep have gained me from start 


of feeding to finish eight to ten pounds 
of mutton per bushel of corn, while the 
gain of my cattle of equal quality and 
feed runs from seven to eight pounds. 
My hogs eat corn, corn from first to 
last, and only a little grass for change, 
while my shee.p eat grass, grass from 
first 'to last, and only a little corn to 
start lambs and to finish them. That is 
the cheap feed versus high priced feed. 


I find from my shipping bills, which 


I have saved for twenty-five years, 
from 1873 to 1S98, that the average 
price received for my stock in Chicago 
during that period was $4.93 per hun- 
dred pounds for sheep, $4.86 for steers 
and §4.85 for hogs, and the average 
weight was: Sheep, 
32G 
1/1> pounds; 


steers. 1,354 pounds, and hogs, 218J/2 
pounds. From this you can see they 
had to be all of good stock to average 
that weight. 


The foregoing facts, obtained from 


my experience, convince me that sheep 
are in general the most profitable stock 
on a farm, especially on thai and high 
land.—Jacob Ziegler in American Cul- 
tivator.

If thin in flesh, they 
should have uiorv liberal rations of 
oats and bran to increase their strength , 
for maternal duties. The prenatal foal 
should not be starved if breeders ex- 
pect to raise pood horses. 


Mares that are very thin in flesh will 


not yield so large a quantity of milk 
as would the same mares if in good 
condition. Foals that begin life under 
such conditions can never make so 
valuable animals as they would have 
made under more favorable circum- 
stances. It is poor economy to keep 
brood mares thin in flesh.—Exchange.

To Drive the PH«» Away. 


A French chemist has discovered a 


way to protect horses from flies. His 
invention consists in nibbing 
the 


horses, especially the parts most sub- 
jected to attack, with a little concen- 
trated oil of laurel. There is not the 
slightest danger in its use, and the cost 
is small. Another excellent remedy is 
asafetida one pound, vinegar half pint, 
water one pint 
If horses are well 


washed with this, not a fly will settle 
upon them, as the nsafetida will drive 
them away. 
This drug has no dele- 


terious qualities as an external appli- 
cation. Take common smartweed and 
make a strong decoction by boiling in 
water. Whan tht^ infusion is cold, ap- 
ply to the legs, neck and other parts of 
the body with a brush or sponge. 
Neither flies nor insects will trouble 
them for twenty-four hours. 


Dn>-'» Work For a Horie. 


The fair average day's work for a 


harness horse is uine or ten miles, in 
which case exercise is quite unneces- 
sary, says American Cultivator. More 
harm and injury is done to horses by 
the grooms when at exercis* than in 
any other way, and unless th» man can 
be fully depended upon the less they 
are exercised the better. Where the 
horse is only occasionally worked ex- 
ercise is of course necessary not oaly 
to preserve him in health, but to keep 
him steady and from getting above 
himself.

Continue 
limewater until the pijrs are five or 
six months old. Feed nothing sour. If 
milk should be the least bit sour or 
tainted even, throw it away if you 
have no fattening hogs to feed it to. 
The pigs will easily get along without 
milk for one feed, while the dose of 
sour milk might set the pig back for a 
month or two. As to the limewater. it 
Is easily made by putting a piece of 
unslacked lime in an earthen jar or 
wooden pull. Tut in a chunk about tin- 
size of a quart cup in a two gallon jar. 
and till it with water. When lane is all 
slacked and water gets clear, dip off 
water and throw first away, refill, and 
when this is clear dip off the scum, 
when limewnter will be ready. Don't 
use any tin or iron vessel for limewn- 
ter. You can keep filling and using out 
of this a month before you need to add 
any lime. Don't rile it or stir; only 
use the clear water.

In reply to the above C. E. Hatch, 


veterinary Mirgcon, says: 


Many 
people 
Imagine that 
wolf 


teeth, as they are culled, by some mys- 
terious means reach up to the eye and 
nffect it in some manner and many 
other ridiculous fancies. 
They me 


merely superfluous teeth. 
The Idea 


that they nre injurious hn* become so 
firmly Ingrafted In the public mind 
that It Is almost Impossible to eradi- 
cate It. In the great majority of cases 
horses affected suffer from recurrent 
ophthalmia, the teeth having nothing 
to do w'th tlic causation of sumc. I 
never argue with people about wolf 
teeth, but pull them, a» I am requested, 
You will feel better satisfied If (lie 
wolf teeth are pulled, so Jt would bo 
better to hflve a treterlnnry remove 
thorn. 


Ever siace farmers began to feed 


cows to increase the quantity of their 
niilk, and colts and calves to make them 
grow, wheat bran has been a staple 
feed. Its value for such purposes was 
known. One result of this use of a 
once waste product is that the price 
has gone upward from ."0 cents per cart 
load to $20 per ton, and feeders have 
not rebelled, because they imagined 
they could not do without it. The price 
of bran as a feed need not trouble the 
farmers at all, say? Farm and Kancli, 
for alfalfa hay contain-? practically the 
same mifcltivo properties and in the 
same proportion* and Is eaten by 
hoises. cattle, hogs, sheep nnd even 
fowls with greater relish and conse- 
quently with better results than bran. 
It can also be fed without any admix- 
ture or preparation, which cannot be 
done with bran Then see the differ- 
ence in price between bran nt $20 per 
ton and alfalfa grown on tho farm at a 
cost of $3 per ton the firstt year and 
nothing; but the mowing and balin? 
thereafter, thus making it a highly 
profitable eiop whether fed on the 
farm where grown or sold on the prov- 
ender market. As long as it Is iiece*- 
sary or desirable to feed dairy cows or 
butchers' stock it will pay to grow al- 
falfa. Any well drained land with n 
porous subsoil and a fertile surface soil 
will grow profitable crops of alfalfa. 
The soil should be aa free as possible 
of weeds and thoroughly prepared as 
for oil small seeds and about twenty 
pounds of seed sown per acre early in 
the fall. After this frequent mowings 
will keep down weeds until the alfalfa 
gets 
full possession. 
On good land 


three to four cuttings may be hud each 
year. It should be mowed when the 
blooms lirst appear. Much depends on 
the curing, for the best part of the 
plant is the leaves, mid If they are 
shattered anil wasted much of the val- 
ue of the hay is wasted also. 


A C.ooil Silo. 


We have n round silo in use that Ii In 


many respects the best one I know, 
hays a correspondent of Rural New 
Yorker. The staves we hnd sawed two 
and tliree-qunrters Inches thick and six 
inches wide. This extra thickness has 
nearly prevented freezing. The width 
Is about right. 
They are beveled, 


grooved and tongued. If I could not 
get the stuff near nt hand prepared, I 
would buy It of some silo dealer. Just 
the plain staves Jointed, .beveled and 
grooved without hoops, doors or roof. 
The hoops I would got In steel wire 
rope, or more commonly lyiown as "guy 
wire," half an Inch in diameter. The 
cost will not be greater and the result 
more sntlsfnctory, onsy to put on ns a 
clothesline, no danger of breaking In 
cold wonther. In fnrt. they are [deal. 
They can l>e fastened with a turn buc- 
kle or common nuts through n four 
inch scnntllng. The doom 1 would put 
on the "outside of silo, hanging them 
with heavy hinged bolted on.

DOVER V*. POftTSMOUTH. 


Lively Commercial Rivalry Wilt S«on 


Be On Bctwwen the Twe Citie*. 


Says the Old York Transcript: 
The inevitable commercial war be- 
ween the merchants of Portsmouth 
on the one hand and those of Dover 
OB the other/ which the completion 
of the new electric road from York 
will precipitate, has already passed 
the skirmish stage. The magnitude 
of the York -trade, especially in the 
summer .months, is such that the los- 
ing or gaining its help would mean 
much to either city. 


The Herald, as the attorney for the

Portsmouth by giving six reasons 
for the opinion it expresses that 
Portsmouth will not suffer, and we 
will take them up one by one.

Beach to Dover is eighteen miles, 
three miles further than from York 
Beach than to this city. 


To be sure the distance from York 


Corner to Portsmouth is less by three 
miles than the distance to 
Dover,! 


bat as the road to the former city | 
follows the circuitous route to Kit- 
tery Point, and the new road runs in 
a nearly straight line, the length, of 
ride will be practically the same.

True, it is that as a scenic road the 
old line is secure, but sightseers are 
not what this mjerchants are look- 
ing for.

in Dover are always in stock in the 
stores of this city, and the prices are 
quite as reasonable as in the up-river 
City.

and the advertising will tell the

The 
merchants 
of 
Ports- 


mouth will not sit idly by and see the 
bulk of their York and Eliot trade 
diverted to Dover, but they will offer 
every inducement in tteeir power to 
keep their present customers and add 
to their number. 


Of course they will; so will Dover. 
(6.) 
Suburban shoppers have al- 


ways been well treated' in this city 
and they know it. They are very 
likely to think twice before transfer- 
ring their custom. 


Here is Portsmouth's strong hold. 


A little hustling will accomplish won- 
ders in this direction) ,and 
many 


Portsmouth traders aije already in 
the field. 


These reasons in short, represent 


the points upon which Portsmouth 
will bid for the maintenance of her 
York 
patronage. 
Dover will urge 


her claims with equal insistence, and 
that she has a base for a claim none1 
can deny. In view of these facts The 
Herald hardly explains the compla- 
cency with' which it views the situa- 
tion. From1 a close study of the case 
on- the ground it looks to us like a 
fight for supremacy that will last to 
th^ end of t&e chapter.
